Former OPA Chief 
Fears Collapse 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (/P) — 
Chester Bowles today u rged an a t­ 
tack on high prices throu gh a board 
of bu sinessmen set u p to negotiate 
v olu ntary 
redu ctions. 
"Something 
has to be done qu ickly," he said. 
Emerging after a talk with Presi­ 
dent Tru man, the former OPA chief 
told reporters su ch a board, operat­ 
ing within a gov ernment depart­ 
ment, "might be able to bring abou t 
moderate, reasonable redu ctions.” 
"If we wait u ntil pu rchasing power 
dries u p, there will be a collapse of 
prices,” declared Bowles. He said 
price controls by gov ernment can 
not be restored.

This will follow a 
qu estionnaire to bu siness, agricu l­ 
tu re and labor representativ es. Taft 
said the grou p cou ld not agree on a 
statem ent which it had expected to 
issu e today, dealing with wages and 
prices. 
4. Taft v iewed the Big Steel-CIO 
agreement for a $1 a day wage boost 
as likely setting a pattern that 
wou ld forestall su bstantial price cu ts 
in m anu factu red produ cts. Senator 
Lu cas (D-Tll) said in a separate in­ 
terv iew he believ es U. S. Steel can 
still cu t prices.

Formal signing of the wage pact be­ 
tween the CIO-United Steelworkers 
and the United States Steel Corp.

The signing, which had been ex­ 
pected throu ghou t the day, was de­ 
layed by what company and u nion 
spokesmen described as "mere legal 
technicalities” 
in

Some company and u nion officials 
had stayed arou nd the hotel m eet­ 
ing room u ntil 10:30 p. m. tonight 
when it was annou nced that the 
signing wou ld be postponed u ntil 
morning. 
Althou gh politely mu m on a bid 
by the AF*L to join hands in oppos­ 
ing u nion-cu rbing legislation, the 
CIO pu lled no pu nches today in 
spu rring its own independent driv e 
against labor bills it tagged as "v in­ 
dictiv e.”

United States Steel for a $l-per-day 
wage 
increase, 
the 
CIO 
United 
Steelworkers dispatched 
telegrams 
to United States Senators u rging 
them to v ote against su ch restrict­ 
iv e labor measu res as a ban on in­ 
du stry-wide bargaining.

HOLLYWOOD, April 22—(/TV-Two 
top 
flight radio comedians, 
Bob 
Hope and Red Skelton, were mom­ 
entarily cu t off the air by NBC 
tonight when they attem pted to 
comment on the case of Fred Allen, 
silenced briefly Su nday night when 
his script poked fu n at the net­ 
work. 
Hope was off the air for sev eral 
seconds. Listeners said he referred 
to Las Vegas, Nev ., noted for its 
wide open gambling as "the only 
place where you can get tanned 
and faded at the same time," and 
then 
remarked, “of cou rse. Fred 
A llen-------- 
It was here that his program 
W’as interru pted. 
Listeners said Skelton was shu t 
off when he remarked something 
to the effect that "mav be we’ll say 
something to offend NBC," He was 
off abou t 10 seconds. 
A spokesman for NBC said the 
comedians were cu t 
off 
becau se 
"part of their scripts were object­ 
ionable to the network.” He declined 
to release the scripts to newsmen 
and neither Hope nor Skelton, who 
left their stu dia« ? immediately after 
the broadcasts, cou ld be located for 
comment. 
Allen was cu t off the air Su nday 
night after referring to NBC's "v ice 
president in charge of program ends 
who noted the time sav ed when 
programs ran ov ertime," as Allen’s 
did the preceding Su nday. 


A spot check by the Associated 
Press showed price redu ctions in a 
v ariety of other goods in many pa rts 
of the cou ntry. .

Cheese prices in New York were 
down 3% to six cents a pou nd, fol­ 
lowing similar drops in Wisconsin. 
Green coffee was one-half cent a 
pou nd lower in New York, and cocoa 
was dowm one cent a pou nd.

The three defendants were re­ 
manded to jail by Federal Ju dge 
J. F. T. O’Connor for sentencing 
tomorrow morning. 
Ru binstein faces a possible m axi­ 
mu m sentence of fiv e years jjnpris- 
onm ent and a fine of $10,000 on 
each of the fiv e cou nts on which he 
was conv icted.

The statem ent followed estimates 
the presidential campaign next year 
might cost, the Repu blicans u p to 
$4,000,000 or more. 
B. Carroll Reece, national chair­ 
man, emerged from the final closed 
session of the committee to call it 
"harmoniou s and optimistic."

JERUSALEM, April 22 i/P)— B rit­ 
ish troops threw a secu rity cordon 
tonight arou nd a wide area in the 
v icinity of the wTeeka g e of the troop 
train Egypt Express. i> which eight 
persons were killed by an explosion 
which au thorities attribu ted to the 
Jewish u ndergrou nd. 
M ilitary officials said the train 
was mined in reprisal for the execu ­ 
tion and su icide of six members of 
the u ndergrou nd. The attack, in 
which 
150 persons were inju red, 
came only a few hou rs after two 
u ndergrou nd members had cheated 
the gallows in Jeru salem prison by 
holding to their breasts small ex- 
plasiv e charges contained in hollow 
oranges. 
Tra in Speeding 
The train was speeding throu gh a 
peacefu l 
orange 
grov e, 
20 
miles 
sou theast of the all Jewish city of 
Tel Av iv when it was blasted by a 
single mine, apparently detonated 
electrically from a nearby woods, 
police said. 
Fiv e cars, inclu ding a diner and a 
sleeper, were cru mpled. A nu mber 
of persons were pinned in the wreck­ 
age for two hou rs. 
Some reports said that the a t­ 
tackers then machine-gu nned the 
train, bu t one policeman said he 
thou ght m ast of the gu nfire came 
from soldiers who emerged from the 
wreckage with gu ns in hand. 
Approximately 250 troops, retu rn­ 
ing from leav e in Egypt, were aboard 
the train, together with a nu mber of 
civ ilians. 
The dead were fiv e British soldiers 
and three civ ilians—a three-year- 
old Tu rkish boy, an official of the 
Palestine Railways and a dining car 
attendant.

Au thorities attribu ted the attack 
to Irgu n Zv ai Leu mi, Jewish u nder­

Fonder OPA Chief 
Fears Collapse 


WASHINGTON, April 22 UP) — 
Chester Bowles today urged an at­ 
tack on high prices through a board 
of businessmen set up to negotiate 
voluntary reductions. "Something 
has to be done quickly,” he said. 
Emerging after a talk with Presi­ 
dent Truman, the former OPA chief 
told reporters such a board, operat­ 
ing within a government depart­ 
ment, "might be able to bring about 
moderate, reasonable reductions.”

One company 
said it bought yesterday at $32.5<L« 
ton after paying $37.50 three weeks 
ago. The market lifted from $22 to 
$37.50 a short time after OPA con­ 
trols ended. 
S. Announcement of brief public 
hearings soon on the economic sit­ 
uation by a joint Houae-Senate Eco­ 
nomic Committee headed by Senator 
Taft (R-Ohlo). This wiU follow a 
questionnaire to business, agricul­ 
ture and labor representatives. Taft 
said the group could not agree on a 
statement which it had expected to 
issue today, dealing with wages and 
prices. 
4. Taft viewed the Big Steel-CIO 
agreement fee a $1 a day wage boost 
as likely setting a pattern that 
would forestall substantial price cuts 
in manufactured products. Senator 
Lucas (D-ni) said in a separate in­ 
terview he believes U. S. Steel can 
still cut prices. 
Bowles said that under the plan 
he has in mind, a purely voluntary 
board would give leadership to 
bringing about price reductions by 
making suggestions to business after 
studies of profits, wages and other 
factors governing each industry. 


Some Reductions Noted 


A spot check by the Associated 
Press showed price reductions in a 
variety of other goods in many parts 
of the country. . 
Safeway Stores, A A P Stores and 
the Grand Union Company, an­ 
nounced retail butter at New York 
will come down four cents a pound 
to GS cents, lowest since last June's 
ceiling and compared with an early 
March high for the year of 78 cents 
a pound. 
Hogs flooded the Chicago market 
and prices dropped 75 cents to $1.50 
a hundredweight. Cattle, however, 
were up 25 cents and sheep 50 cents. 
Aaron L. Jayson Co., New York 
Blouse Manufacturer, posted a 17 
per cent cut in prices, "in response 
to President Truman’s price drive.” 
Cheese prices in New York were 
down 3H to six cents a pound, fol­ 
lowing similar drops in Wisconsin. 
Green coffee was one-half cent a 
pound lower in New York, and cocoa 
was down one cent a pound.

MOSCOW. April 22 — UP) — The 
United States, British and French 
Foreign ministers waited tonight for 
Soviet Russia either to make con­ 
cessions on the Austrian Treaty and 
German question or shut the door 
on the Moscow conference.

ministers decided to turn tomorrow 
to final consideration of stalemated 
German questions. 
Several sources said three secret 
meetings on Austria had not defi­ 
nitely ended hope that agreement 
on a treaty might be reached. But 
at the same time had failed to 
break the deadlock on vital Issues 
Soviet Foreign Minister V 
M 
Molotov has not met Western views 
on these questions, it was reported, 
but at the same time has not com­ 
pletely rejected them, leaving the 
deliberations hanging in the air. 
If any settlement Is to be reached 
on Austria Molotov will have to 
take the initiative with concrete pro­ 
posals, the informants added. 
About the best that was hoped 
from the German discussions was 
that there would be sufficient basis 
of agreement to keep the foreign 
ministers deputies working between 
this council meeting and the next. 
Even this modest hope was not too 
robust, since the deputies on Ger­ 
man questions have made virtually 
no progress since their session last 
winter iii Ixuulon. 
Tile foreign ministers huve not 
even agreed on the procedure tor 
writing the German treaty, and the 
deputies cannot do much construc­ 
tive until they know what nations 
are entitled to be represented on 
advisory committees and what pow­ 
ers these committees are to exer­ 
cise.

INFLATION. STAY AWAY FROM MY DOOR 


'ARMING is one of the most 
hazardous of ail occupations. 
This 
statement 
may 
seem 
startling at first but is under­ 
standable when 
we consider the 
stringent rules and regulations that 
govern industrial plants. Employers 
are compelled to provide safety de­ 
vices and, in%iany concerns, courses 
are given to acquaint operators with 
the use and abuse of machines and 
instruments. 
The fanner, on the other hand, is 
hLs own boss and employs machin­ 
ery that is as powerful and danger­ 
ous as that found in large factories. 
Moreover, his contraptions are used 
over rough ground in all kinds of 
weather and arc in motion con­ 
stantly. 
Not 
for 
him 
are 
drill 
presses secured to a solid floor in 
well lighted and adequately venti­ 
lated buildings. He is inclined to 
repair his engines and appliances 
and often removes safety devices or 
falls U) replace them alter overhaul- 
ing 
Furthermore, his hands and 
clothing arc prone to be contami­ 
nated with fertilized soil .so that 
cuts and wounds are more sus­ 
ceptible to gas gangrene and Icti­ 
nus.

groups it is 31. According to Dick­ 
son. only heart disease and cancer 
rank above accidents as causes of 
death. He also cited a survey made 
in Wisconsin in 1945 which showed 
that one out of every nine full time 
operated farms was the scene of a 
casualty which led to absenteeism 
and. in some cases, loss of life 
Most mishaps are due to falls, 
especially from pieces of equipment. 
Others slip from huymounds, build­ 
ings, stairs, ladders, scaffolds, or 
trees. Now and then it is not the 
tumble but landing on the handle 
of a pitch fork or oilier implement 
that produces serious injuries Occa­ 
sionally 
heedlessness is responsible 
as the farmer slides olf the haystack 
forgetting that he had left an obje< L 
at the spot where he expects to land.

WASHINGTON, April 22-M o s t 
Important voting record in this de­ 
cade perhaps several decades- was 
made April 17 when 414 members of 
the House of Representatives stood 
up to be counted for or against the 
Hartley labor bill, thereby ringing 
the death knell on the Wagner Act 
and labor's mugna chart a. 
Chambers of commerce, business 
lobbies and union leaders will be 
thumbing through the record vote 
on that crucial bill for some tune 
to come in order to decide whether 
to support or oppose candidates for 
re-election. So much heat was ap­ 
plied on both sides and such soul- 
searching was experienced by con­ 
scientious 
congressmen 
that 
one 
man, Fred Neuman of Washington, 
died of- worry. 
Careful scrutiny of the historic 
labor bill vote reveals two signili- 
cant things: 
1. Of the 22 Republicans who had 
the nerve to buck their leaders and 
go down the line against the labor 
bill, the majority were war veterans 
newly elected to Congress. 
2. Ol the 93 Democrats who de­ 
serted 
their 
leaders 
and 
voted 
against labor, a considerable num- 
ber had consistent New Deal records 
and heretofore had been considered 
strong Roosrvelthms Mm like Lyn­ 
don Johnson, John Lyle and Wright 
Pat man of Texas, Bonner of North 
Carolina, Cooper and Gore of Ten­ 
nessee. all bolted the Roosevelt-Tru» 
man platform and. despite a cer­ 
tain veto by the President, voted 
against labor. 


ItfMon, of course, was tlir 
fact that anti-labor sentiment 
in tlicir districts wa* too tough 
—which Illustrate« labor lead­ 
ers* worst mistake. Not only did 
they overplay their hand, hut 
when labor legislation came be­ 
fore Congress for certain pass­ 
age, they refused to go along 
or 
even 
mild 
reforms. 
They 
overplayed their hand so hadiv 
that some of their old friends 
figured it meant political suicide 
to support them. 


Southern Democrats Stick 
On the other hand, a considerable 
number of southern Democrat« from 
district« where labor Is none too 
popular stuck by their previous pro- 
la bor Roosevelt records and voted 
against the Hartley bill. The people 
In Sain Rayburn's Texas district, 
for instance, have no great love for 
labor. But Sam stood up and was 
counted 
against 
killing 
labor’s 
magna charta. With him were such 
men as Ewing Thomason of El 
Paso, Thomas of Houston, Combs 
from Martin Dies’ old Texas dis­ 
trict. Boggs of Louisiana, Lanham 
of Georgia. Jones and Manasco of 
Alabama, Smathers of Miami, Fla, 
Plannagan of Virginia, Kefauver of 
Tennessee, Cooley of North Caro­ 
lina. and Spence of Kentucky. 
For many of these, a pro-labor 
vote is anything but popular with 
the folks who have the power to re­ 
elect or reject in 1948. However, in 
addition (o their personal convic­ 
tions, here is one factor which some 
were gambling on: The political 
pendulum in the USA swings rap­ 
idly. 
American labor history has almost 
Invariably 
followed 
the 
British— 
usually about 25 years behind. And 
in Britain, where the political pen­ 
dulum also oscillates rapidly, it, was 
a I act that as late as 1927 British 
labor was all washed up. In the 
general strike, which attempted to 
paralyze all England, labor had bad­ 
ly overplayed it« hand. The Miner's 
union, which began the strike, was 
almost wiped out, and British con­ 
servatives settled down to a long, 
uninterrupted rule. But they, too, 
overplayed their hand. 
And just three years later —1930— 
a 
labor prime minister, Ramsay 
MacDonald, was ensconced in No. 
10 Downing street. 
Again, 
the 
political 
pendulum 
swung, and a few years later the 
conservative 
Baldwin 
government 
came back into power. 
Today, ten years later, a full labor 
government is in the saddle.

Even more interesting, however, 
was the line-up of the 22 Republi­ 
can bolters.

<liambers ol commerce at, home 
Also they knew how forgetful labor 
can be as witness the letter of en­ 
dorsement once given by AFL P r e s ­ 
ident. William Green to New Jersey's 
Congressman Fred Hartley, author 
of the tough labor bill.

WASHINGTON. 
April 22—Close 
examination of the texts of the two 
bills to regulate labor-management 
relations—one passed by the House 
and the other reported by a 11 to 
2 vote by the Senate committee on 
labor—indicates 
that

measure is full of ambiguities and 
is in reality a hodge-podge. 
The omissions from the Senate 
bill are not only conspicuous but 
the failure to define several of the 
important “unfair labor practices” 
in the activities of labor unions is 
flagrant. 
g 
The Senate bill repeats the lan­ 
guage of the original Wagner Act 
in making it an “unfair labor prac­ 
tice" for an employer “to interfere 
with, restrain, or coerce employees 
in the exercise of the rights guar­ 
anteed under Section 7 (collective 
bargaining)." But there is nothing 
in the bill that prohibits unions 
from interfering with, restraining, 
or coercing employees in the ex­ 
ercise ol their light to Join or not 
to join a union. 
Absurdity of Senate Hill 
The absurdity of the Senate bill 
is illustrated by some curious lan­ 
guage which forbids a union "to in- 
terterr with, restrain, or coerce an 
employer in the selection of his 
lepre.sentative.s for the purpose of 
collective baguinlng or the adjust­ 
ment ot grievances " 
One would think from the fore­ 
going that labor unions had been 
interfering 
with 
the selection of 
bargaining representatives by em ­ 
ployers and that, some abuse 
a lo n g 
this line existed. One seeks in vain, 
in all the lalnor disputes ol the last 
lew yours, lor a singly instance m 
which any labor union has inter­ 
fered with or sought to coerce ait 
employer when in* selects a person­ 
nel director or his general counsel 
or his executive staff to represent 
him m collective bargaining nego­ 
tiations. 
The truth is somebody sold the 
Senate committee 
the 
academic 
theory that interference by 
a union 
with the selection by an employer of 
his lawyer is 
parallel to interfer­ 
ence with 
Indiv idual e m p l o y e e s by 
other employees who coerce them, 
call them epithets t« n« t generally 
make life miserable for them at the 
work 
bench 
tf 
they 
don’t 
join 
unions. 
The senate bill 
is a wishy-washy 


at lair which secured the support 
of 11 out of the 13 members vot­ 
ing. Even the opponents of the 
legislation were doubtless rejoicing 
secretly at the clumsiness of the 
measure and were glad to forward 
it to the Seante. 
The Senate bill not only needs 
amendment, but it is so ambiguous 
that it will defeat its purpose— 
by throwing the measure into thq 
courts for several years for a defin­ 
ition of what Is really meant. No 
worse example ot draftmanship on 
a vital subject has rome out of a 
congressional committee in many 
years. 
The House bill, to be sure, may 
be 
criticized 
as 
covering 
more 
ground than is necessary perhaps, 
but there can be not the slighte. t 
doubt of what the sponsors of the 
measure had in mind when they 
specifically prohibited abuses that 
liuve aroused the nation in labor 
disturbances in recent years.

I? is a huge conglomeration of proposals aimed 
a* practically every fault that has been found with 
organized labor in the past 14 years.

Others are of questionable

But as we .said. the overwhelming vote for this 
bill Is conclusive evidence that a great majority of 
the Americ|n people want corrective labor legislation. 
Members of the House are keenly .sensitive to public 
f< cling in their home districts. 
They have to be. 
When nearly • three-fourths of them vote for a 
measure, defying such threats as union leaders have 
made against all who might dare to .support this one, 
there's a compelling reason. 
In our opinion, the thing the American people 
want is a law to hold unions and their leader* re­ 
sponsible for proper use of the great power the Clov­ 
en.ment has helped them attain; to correct the Wag­ 
ner Act’s bias; to protect workers, employers and the 
public against abuses th at have become flagrant and 
habitual under the present system. 
An impressive 
number of workers themselves, want the excesses by 
their leaders curtailed 
Senator Taft will lead the fight to put Into the 
Senate bill many features of the House measure. He 
may not succeed although the Senate bill is being 
referred to as a hodge-podge and one th at is full of 
ambiguities. 
But in whatever shape It leaves the 
Senate it must be sent to conference in an effort to 
iron out the differences between it and the House 
measure 
The bill th at emerges from that group 
will be the one to go to the White House. 
It should 
bt a measure in which President Truman can find 
po convincing cause for a veto 
We don’t believe the report* that the President 
will try to kill whatever lai*>r legislation Congress 
finally sends him. 
He. too. is well aware of public

The bill Congress places before Mr. Truman 
should be fair and wise.

The Soviet dictator

It must have been unfounded, 
because the pres* associations which circulated it 
later was obliged to apologize. 
A good deal of misinformation much more import­ 
ant than whether Mr Stalin cuffed Mr Timoshenko, 
has been circulated about this country in Russia. And 
I? has been official informat ion, not merely the mis­ 
chief of some wandering journalist. With no apologies. 
Russians never apologize. 
But, at least, there may 
be some hope in Mr. Stalin’s attitude. 
Mr. Slassen readily admitted, as anyone must, 
that there are such things as “irresponsible” corre­ 
spondents. 
But he pointed out that The people 
learn to know who are reliable and who are not re­ 
liable. and thus we find the people understanding 
and uniting as they did in the great war effo rt” 
•T hat Is true,” Mr. Stalin admitted. Which we take 
to mean that Mi*. Stalin sees at least some remote 
benefit in a free circulation of information among the 
American and Russian peoples.

re-election. So much heat was ap­ 
plied on both sides and such soul­ 
searching was experienced by con­ 
scientious congressmen 
that

man. Fred Norman of Washington, 
died of worry. 
Careful scrutiny of the historic 
labor bill vote reveals two signifi­ 
cant things; 
I. Of the 22 Republicans who had 
the nerve to buck their leaders and 
go down tile line against the labor 
bill, Ute majority were war veterans 
newly elected to Congress. 
2 Of the 93 Democrats who de­ 
serted 
their 
leaders 
and 
voted 
against labor, a considerable num­ 
ber had consistent New Deal records 
and heretofore had been considered 
strong RoosevelUan* Men like Lyn­ 
don Johnson. John Lyle and Wright 
Pat man of Texas, Bonner of North 
Carolina. Cooper and Gore of Ten­ 
nessee. all bolted the Roosevelt-Tru­ 
man platform and. despite a cer­ 
tain veto by the President, voted 
against labor.

Southern D em ocrats Stick 
On the other hand. a considerable 
number of southern Democrats from 
districts where labor is none too 
popular stuck by their previous pro­ 
labor Roosevelt records and voted 
against Hie Hartley bill. The people 
In Sam Rayburn's Texas district, 
for instance, have no great love for 
labor. But Sam stood up and was

With him were such 
men as Ewing Thomason of El 
Paso, Thomas of Houston. Combs 
from Martin Dies’ old Texas dis­ 
trict, Boggs of Louisiana, Lanham 
of Georgia. Jones and Manasco of 
Alabama, Smathers of Miami, Ha , 
Fla nnagan of Virginia, Kefauver of 
Tennessee, Cooley of North Caro­ 
lina. and Spence of Kentucky. 
For many of these, a pro-labor 
vote Is anything but popular with 
Hie folk* who have the power to re­ 
elect or reject In 1948. However, in 
addition to their personal convic­ 
tions, here is one factor which some 
were gambling on: The political 
pendulum in the USA swings rap­ 
idly. 
American labor history has almost 
Invariably follows the British— 
usually about 25 years behind. And 
in Britain, where the political pen­ 
dulum also oscillates rapidly, it was 
a tact that as late as 1927 British 
labor was all washed up. In the 
general strike, which attempted to 
paralyze all England, labor had bad­ 
ly overplayed its hand. The Miner * 
union, which began the strike, was 
almost wiped out, and British con­ 
servatives settled down to a long, 
uninterrupted rule. But they, too, 
overplayed their hand. 
And just three years later—1930— 
a labor prime minister. Ramsay 
MacDonald, was ensconced in No. 
IO Downing street.
